The largest single item in the special articles is 
that asking for $80,000 to go with a similar Sum ap- 
propriated last year for the construction of the Bal- 
lardvale sewerage system. It is expected that this 
amount will be pared down some as the board of 
public works has called for new bids on the work 
and Monday night will know the exact amount that 
will be required to do the job. It is felt that the sum 


will be much less than $160,000. 


One of the more controversial articles that result 
in endless discussion is that Sponsored by the lay 
committee on zoning to increase the size of lot fron- 
tages and areas in single residence districts, 


This question came before the Planning board re- 
cently in an hour-long discussion, opponents assert- 
ing that the size of the lots set forth in the article 
were too large. Subsequently the Planning board di- 
vided 3-2 on the question, although all were unani- 


mous that some change in present requirements is 
necessary, 


If some compromise is not reached early in the 
discussion of this article the debate is liable to tie 
up the meeting with a long drawn out wrangle. Its 
backers admit that it is only a stop gap measure and 
that the zoning problems here are so complex that 
much study will be required to deal with them prop- 
erly, The plan advanced by the local contractors for 
lots of 100 foot frontages and areas of 12,000 square 
feet could readily be accepted as a stop gap mea- 
until further study is made of the problem. 

The school housing, a new town house, increased 
water and sewer extensions are other problems that 
need consideration. New equipment is needed in 
some departments, a new traffic booth with signal 
lights sought for Elm Square, and other town im- 
provements are up for consideration. 

It should be an interesting meeting.

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ARTHRITIS AND RHEUMATISM

Rheumatism is usually regarded 
as the more serious of the two dis- 
eases, sometimes resulting in de- 
formity and crippling. It afflicts 
three times ag many women ag 
men, from 20 to 40 years of age, 
and is symptomized by fatigue and 
muscular stiffness, pain and ten- 
derness in the joints of the fingers, 
wrists, knees and feet. 

Causing inflammation in the tis- 
sues between the joints, rheuma- 
tism produces stiffening of the 
bone. Any motion then causes pain 
and the muscles, as a protective 
measure, tend to immobilize the 
joint. Rheumatism was found to 
respond dramatically to hydro- 
cortisone drugs such ag Cortril. 
This compound urges the adrenal 
gland to release hormones that re- 
lieve the inflamed tissues and per- 
mit movement of the joint.
